day in Tok yo. 
Tojo was whelped 
in nulitar- 
.m. He grew in strength until he 
became 
the 
mainspring 
of the 
mighty war-machine which tried 
to establish a greater east Asia un­ 
der the rule of Japan. His was the 
hand which held the dagg- r that 
« tabbed Uncle Sam 
in the back , 
for the general was premier when 
the sneak attack was 
mad: 
on 
Pearl Harbor. 
Through the long years succeed­ 
ing Pearl Harbor the 
Japanese 
people came to loook upon Tojo 
as the arch militarist who wouid 
lead them to victory 
and mak e 
them overlords 
of their fellow 
men. Might was right. Militarism 
was the pass-word 
to imperial 
greatness, 
and 
Tojo symbolized 
militarism. 
Now 
suddenly the 
public is 
stunned with the disclosure that 
its god had feet of clay. Tojo, the 
chief of all the militarists, shoots 
himself 
because 
he has failed, 
that 
is, because 
militarism has 
failed. 
Many Japanese will nod 
with approval and say that this 
was the only honorable thing the 
general 
could do: this was 
the 
only way he could atone for dis> 
honoring his mik ado. But what­ 
ever construction you put on it, 
the fact remains that the people 
of Japan are 
for the first time 
seeing militarism in its true colors. 
We may ex pect, I believe, that 
Tojo's action—and similar events 
which ore emphasizing 
the evils 
and futility of militarism—will be 
of 
invaluable 
assistance to the 
Allies in remoulding the charac­ 
ter 
of the Japanese people. For 
that is our task , and it must be 
done by enlightenment. 
Apropos of this vast educational 
Job, we have an interesting com­ 
ment 
from Kichisaburu Kurusu, 
the 
Jap 
diplomat 
who 
talk ed 
peace in Washington as the Imper­ 
ial fleet struck at Pearl Harbor. 
America 
naturally 
has a very 
low estimate of Kurusu, but even 
the devil himself may mak e wise 
remark s at times, and so we find 
food for reflection in the diplo­ 
mat's statement: 
“I 
cannot 
see Japan ex actly 
lik e the United States overnight. 
The 
people are not ready, they 
have 
been so long under mili­ 
taristic 
government. 
Charlges 
must be gradual or the world will 
find 
Japan 
in 
a grip as bad as 
that of the military cliq ue that 
precipitated the war.” 
Wherever the truth may lie in 
this matter, the bullet which Tojo 
sent through his body will act 
as a tracer of light to help the 
people 
of Japan 
see the truth 
about aggression. Democracy may 
move fast in the mik ado's domains 
once it gets under full way. 
It would be interesting to k now 
all Tojo’s thoughts in contempla­ 
tion of death. If he intended to 
commit hara-k iri because he had 
failed in his duty to his emperor, 
why didn’t he do it immediately? 
My guess is that he waited be­ 
cause he thought there might be 
a bare 
chance 
to save his own 
sk in. He didn’t want to die for 
honor or for any other reason.

Very few other dogs than those 
k nown to have rabies have been 
pick ed up and disposed of, it 
seems, and as dogs are k ept three 
days after being pick ed up, the 
owners have an opportunity to 
reclaim them.

Co ld Prev entio n 
In instru cting employes abou t 
helping to avoid colds the follow­ 
ing things sre im p ortant: 
(1) 
They shou ld be tau ght to avoid 
contact with 
persons who » re 
sneezing or cou ghing or who have 
any signs ef a cold, as mu ch aa 
possible. (2) They 
shou ld atay 
away from others when they have 
a cold themselves, especially du r­ 
ing the first few days, when colda 
are most conUgiou a. (8 ) They 
shou ld wash 
their hands always 
before eating and it may even be 
a good plan to avoid shak ing handa 
when 
having a cold. (4) They 
shou ld eat a well-balanced diet. 
(5) They shou ld get plenty 
o f 
sleep. 
(6) They shou ld 
a v o id fa tig ue 
and overtiredneas. (7)They 
sho uld 
exercise regu larly a fter wo rk, if 
the type of work they do 
do es not 
requ ire mu ch physical effo rt. <8 ) 
They shou ld wear enou gh clothing 
to be warm and shou ld p u t on ad­ 
ditional clothing 
when going ou t 
in cold weather. 
(9) If a cold 
shou ld start they shou ld go to bed, 
k eep warm, and tak e plenty o f 
flu ids. Of cou rse, if there is fever, 
chest pains, weak ness and aching, 
the cold 
may not be a n ordinary 
one, bu t may indicate the begin­ 
ning of an influ enzal o r pneu monic 
attack and the physician shou ld 
be 
called at once. 
Since colds are most infectiou s 
at the beginning, it ia a good plan 
when a cold first starts to go home 
and stay there u ntil the infectiou s 
period is past and also to help 
k eep the cold from getting worse.

W HETHER in time of war or 
in time of peace, absenteeism from 
indu stry is a problem that needs 
prompt 
aolu tion. 
Probably 
the 
greatest cau se for absenteeism is 
the ordinary cold. It is tru e, colds 
for the most p art occu r du ring the 
colder 
weather, bu t there ere 
times, even du ring the su mmer 
months, when epidemics of colds 
seem to get started and sweep 
throu gh large grou ps of people. 
In indu strial plants there are 
three k inds of measu res which are 
needed to k eep epidemics of colds 
from occu rring. First, there shou ld 
be proper work ing conditions and 
aervices for safegu arding the em­ 
ployes’ health. Second, the em­ 
ployes shou ld receive proper in­ 
stru ction in protecting themselves; 
and third, the employes shou ld do 
certain things to help mantain 
their health and well-being. 
Hea t and Ventila tio n 
For example, the management 
can provide properly heated and 
ventilated work rooms so that 
there will be no u nnecessary expo­ 
su re to either cold or excessive 
h« 'at. Th« -n, too, there can be pro­ 
tection against drafts. 
All eating u tensils can be prop­ 
erly washed and sterilized to k eep 
them from acting as 
a means of 
carrying germs. It is a good plan, 
shou ld an epidemic occu r, to have 
the washing and sterilizing pro­ 
cesses check ed to mak e au re that 
they are satisfactory and efficient. 
Of cou rse, anyone engaging in the 
handling of or the preparation of 
food shou ld he sent home if he has 
a cold. Work ers shou ld also have 
properly 
heated 
lock er 
rooms 
where they can change their cloth-

What I fou nd ou t 
I’ll pu t down here; so, if anyone 
reads this stu ff, he’ll get an idea 
of the distinction between edu ca­ 
tion or training u nder the GI Bill 
of Rights and the Vocational Re­ 
habilitation Progiam that’s been 
set 
u p u nder 
Pu blic 
16—78th 
Congress 
It doesn't seem 
possible, 
bu t 
over six months have filed by 
in this procession of articles since 
I detailed the GI Bill’s provisions 
for the edu cation or training of 
all eligible veterans—whether dis­ 
abled or not. 


concentrated on it to discover who 
can get vocational rehabilitation 
—which means vocational train­ 
ing. 
It lines u p this 
way; 
if you 
! served m the Coast Gu ard, M ar­ 
ines. Army, or Navy at any time 
after Sept 16, 1940 and have been 
honorably discharged, you ’re over 
the first hu rdle. The 
length 
of 
you r service doesn't have anything 
to do wdth it—it isn't mentioned 
in the law of qu alification. It can 
be one day, one week , one year— 
as long as it was after Sept. 16. 

Also notice that you r dis­ 
charge mu st be u nder conditions 
other than dishonorable. 
Next thing is, you mu st have a

I hope 
der Pu blic 16. Any qu alified vet- y °u haven t any, bu t It s 
a re- 
eran can get training u nder the 
GI Bill—disabled or not. Bu t only 
veterans, disabled in th.c service 
in line of du ty and in need of 
training 
to overcome the handi­ 
cap of that disability, can get the 
advantage of Pu blic 16. 
We all k now’ there are plenty 
of these disabled men. The last 
figu res I saw showed nearly 450,- 
000 disablM veterans had been 
sent applications 
for 
vocational 
rehabilitation. 
That's 
an imp or­ 
tant section of ou r big Grou p of 
ex-Global War service people. 
Natu rally all of u s feel a dis­ 
abled man shou ld get a better 
break 
,n training 
or edu cation 
than the average veteran. And he 
does— in several ways. 
Althou gh 
Pu blic 
16 is 
itself 
called a Law’, 
it really 
is 
an 
amendment to a law. Pu blic 16 did 
tw’o things—it added a new su b­ 
section to a law approved in 1933 
and it added a new part to a 
V eterans’ Regu lation. 
T here’s no need to write abou t 
the old law’ or 
the old Veterans’ 
mixed u p I wou ldn’t be able to 
explain what Global War disabled 
men are entitled to. Also, its only 
the new- su bsection and the p art 
that w’ill affect ex-service men of 
this war. 
Su bsection (f) is the new’ one. 
It simply provides that any p er­ 
son who served in 
the 
active 
military or naval 
forces 
on or 
after Sept. 16. 1940 and before 
the termination of hostilities in 
the present war, is entitled to vo­ 
cational 
rehabilitation. 
It 
then 
goes on 
to refer 
to 
Veterans’ 
Reg ula tio n, Pa rt 
VII. 
So P art VII holds all the glam ­ 
ou r for disabled Global War vets. 
As it rea lly is the who le wo rks, I 


qu irement u nder Pu blic 16. 
Fu rther, the disability 
has to 
be bad enou gh to mak e you r dis­ 
ability rating at least 10 per cent 
so you ’re entitled to a disability 
pension. If you ’re eligible for re­ 
tirement pay, becau se of a dis­ 
ability, then you r disability mu st 
be rated 10 per cent or more to 
mak e you eligible u nder Pu blic 
16. 
On top of all that, any veteran 
to qu alify for vocational rehabili­ 
tation u nder this Pu blic 16 mu st 
be in need of it to overcome the 
vocational 
handicap created 
by 
his disability. This requ irem ent 
is broadly and generou sly inter­ 
preted by Veterans’ A dm inistra­ 
tion officials. The disabled ex- 
service man is given the help of 
any dou bt 
I’ll go on from here next time.
